An Act for assimilating the Penal Jurisdiction of 
Justices of the Peace appointed Police Magistrates 
at Madras to that of Justices of the Peace at 
Calcutta. 


J]. It is hereby enacted, that all persons charged 
with the commission of simple larceny, or with 
stealing any goods or merchandise in any vessel, 
barge or boat, of any description whatsoever, or 
from any Dock, Wharf or Quay; or with stealing 
any chattel or money from the person of another, 
and all servants charged with stealing any chattel 
or money, belonging to, or in the possession of the 
Master or Mistress of any such servant, within the 
Town of Madras, may be tried by any Justice of 
the Peace, appointed to be a Police Magistrate for 
the said Town, provided the value of the property 
which the prisoner is charged with having stolen 
does not according to the belief of such Police 
Magistrate, Pon Twenty Rupees. 


IJ. And it is‘hereby provided, that such Police 
Magistrate shall not have power to sentence any 
such prisoner to be imprisoned, with or without 
hard labor, for a longer period than six calendar 
months, or to be transported. 


III. And it is hereby provided, that it shall be 
lawful for any Police Magistrate before whom any 
prisoner is i Re with the commission of any of 
the offences aforesaid, at his discretion, instead of 
trying such prisoner himself, to commit such pri- 
soner for trial before Her Majesty’s Supreme Court 
of Judicature in Madras, 





And it is hereby enacted, that every such 
Police Magistrate after trying any prisoner charged 
with the commission of any of the offences afore- 
said, shall cause his judgment to be drawn up in the, 
following form of words, or in such other form of 
words to the same effect as the case shall require, 
that is to say:

passed by him, together with the depositions, and 
examinations of the witnesses and prisoners, there 
to be kept by the proper Officer among the Re- 
cords of the Court. 


Antd it is hereby enacted, that upon the trial 
of any prisoner, for any of the offences aforesaid, 
every such Police Magistrate shall require the 
witnesses against and on behalf of the prisoner to 
be sworn, or to make solemn affirmation, in cases 
where an affirmation is by Law permitted in the 
place of an oath, and shalt, cause the depositions of 
the witnesses, and the examination of the prisoner 
to be reduced into writing, and every such deposi- 
tion and examination shall be signed by such Police 
Mapistrate. 

VII. And itis hereby enacted, that upon the trial 
of any prisoner charged with any of the offences 
aforesaid before such Police Magistrate as afore- 
said, if any person being duly summoned by 
such Police Magistrate shall refuse to attend as a 
witnesss, or to give evidence, such person shall be 
liable to be punished by Her Majesty’s Supreme 
Court of Judicature at Madras, im like manner as 
if such person had refused to attend before Her 
Majesty’s said Supreme Court of Judicature. 


VIII. And it is hereby enacted, that upon any 
conviction for any of the offences aforesaid the Police 
Magistrate, before whom any prisoner shall be 
go committed, shall have power to order the resti- 
tution of the property stolen, if forthcoming, to the 
owner, or his representatives, and in case of its 
not being restored pursuant to such order, to Im- 
pose on every person refusing or neglecting to 
restore the same a fine not exceeding Twenty Ru- 
pees, and in default of payment, to adjudge the 
person guilty of such neglect or refusal, to be im- 
prisoned for the space of one calendar month, 
unless the property be sooner restored, 

IX. And it is hereby enacted, that all persons 
charged with the commission of any assault or bat- 
tery on board of any Merchant Ship employed on 
sea voyuyes in the Madras Roads being part of the 
Territories of the Kast India Company, may be tried 
before any such Police Magistrate, and on convic- 
tion shall be liable to be punished by a fine not 
exceeding One Hundred Rupees, to be levied and 
enforced in manner provided by Act II. of 1839. 
And all the provisions of this Act made in the 
ease of charges of any of the offences aforesaid, 
shall as far as they are applicable be applied in the 
case of such charges of assault or battery as afore- 
said. 

X. And it is hereby declared, that nothing in 
this Act contained shall be construed to affect the 
remedy of any person aggrieved by the conviction 
of any Police Magistrate through the means of 
the Writ of Certiorari.

land Letters, to be forwarded on by the Govern- 
ment Overland Express, they should request their 
Correspondents to mark “ per Express,” and to 
keep within the dimited weight of two tolas; and 
that, meanwhile, until the system becomes pe- 
nerally known, they ought to advise me, whether 
they wish any of their Letters, not so marked, to 
be sent on from Bombay by the Express. 
2d.—By the last Express I dispatched as usual) 
a number of Overland Letters, not especially 
marked, because, had J not done so, great disap- 
pointment would have been experienced by par- 
ties in Caleutta; but intend to discontinue the 
practice. after a sufficient time has elapsed to ad- 
mit of the public becoming aware of the privilege 
conceded by the Notification of May issued by the 
I.ondon General Post Office, and to dispatch by 
the Overland Express those Letters only which 
are so marked. 
3d.—The public ought moreover to be most espe- 
cially warned not to mark © per Express” on letters 
exceeding two tolas in weight, because such letters 
cannot be so dispatched. ‘lhey will invariably be 
detained (as was the case on the arrival of the last 
Mail,) for transmission by the post regular dawk, 
dispatched after the Express. 
4th.—I shall feel much obliged by your favoring 
me with alist of * Newspaper Offices” in Calcutta, 
and by your informing the parties connected there- 
with that not more than two papers (whether sent 
out from England marked “ per Express,” or posted 
in Bombay to go by Express) will, in future, be 
forwarded by the Government Express. Some of 
the Newspaper Offices have as many as six Over- 
land Papers marked “ per Express,” but, as they 
cannot be so forwarded, it is useless to have them 
so marked. 
5th.—The new rule limits the weight of a 
Newspaper to 3 ¢olas, but, if that were acted up to, 
the Newspaper Offices would be deprived alto- 
gether of the privilege conceded by the Notifica- 
tion of May last, as an Overland Paper invariably 
weighs more than 3 and generally very nearly 6 
tolas. I have therefore determined to send two 
Overland Papers to each Office, without reference

2.—Parties must tender for each division separately, and be prepared for the acceptance of their 
offer for one division, and its rejection in another. No general tender will be accepted, but the same 
party may tender for both descriptions of fuel, and for more than one Division, specifying separately the 
rate for each.

Sin,—Adverting to my Letter, dated the 2d 
instant, 1 have the honor to suggest for your con- 
aideration, whether it would not be advisable to 

ublish a Notice in the Calcutta Papers, intimat- 
ing to the public generally, especially the Mer- 
cantile Community, that, if they desire their Over- 
land Letters, to be forwarded on by the Govern- 
ment Overland Express, they should request their 
Correspondents to mark “per Express,” and to 
keep within the dimtted weight of two tolas; and 
that, meanwhile, until the system becomes ge- 
nerally known, they ought to advise me, whether 
they wish any of their Letters, not so marked, to 
be gent on from Bombay by the Express. 
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2d.—By the last Express I dispatched as usual 
a number of Overland Letters, not especially 
marked, because, had ] not done so, great disap- 
pointment would have been experienced by par- 
ties in Calcutta; but lintend to discontinue the 
practice, after a sufficient time has elapsed to ad- 
mit of the public becoming aware of the privilege 
conceded by the Notification of May issued by the 
London General Post Office, and to dispatch by 
the Overland Express those Letters only which 
are so marked. 

3d.—The public ought moreover to be most espe- 
cially warned not to mark “ per Express” on letters 
exceeding two tolas in weight, because such lette: 
cannot be so dispatched. ‘They will invariably be 
detained (as was the case on the arrival of the last 
Mail.) for transmission by the post regular dawk, 
dispatched afrer the Express. 

4th.—] shall fecl much obliged by your favoring 
me with alist of *“* Newspaper Offices” in Calcutta, 
and by your informing the parties connected there- 
with that not more than two papers (whether sent 
out from England marked “ per I:xpress,” or posted 
in Bombay to go by Express) will, in future, be 
forwarded by the Government Express. Some of 
the Newspaper Offices have as many as six Over- 
land Papers marked * per Express,” but, as they 
cannot be so forwarded, it is useless to have them 
eo masked. 

5th—The new rule limits the weight of a 
Newspaper to 3 ¢o/us, but, if that were acted up to, 
the Newspaper Offices would be deprived alto- 
gether of the privilege conceded by the Notifica- 
tion of May last, as an Overland Paper invariably 
weighs more than 3 and generally very nearly 6 
tolas. I have therefore determined to send two 
Overland Papers to each Office, without reference 
fo that limit, and shall continue the practice until 
I receive orders to the contrary from Government 
or the Home Authorities.

5.—The Contractor -will be required under penalty to maintain constantly in store fuel for three 
months estimated consumption. The Government will not be pledged however, to take monthly or 
yearly the entire estimated quantity, as circumstances may occur to prevent the full quantity being 
required, such as the withdrawal of Boats from the line. On the other hand, it may happen, that from 
an increase inthe number of Boats, or of voyages, or from other causes, the quantity now estimated 
may be insufficient; and the Contractor will be required to undertake that in such cases he will on three 
months’ notice being given, meet a demand to any extent not exceeding twenty-five per cent. on the 
present estimate, and on the same terms of contract. 

6.—The Clause requiring that fuel for three months shall always be maintained in store, will not 
be in force during the last three months of the term of the contract, but at the expiration of the con- 
tract, Government will take over or transfer to new Contractors such quantity or quantities of fuel as 
may remain in the Depots to the extent of two months’ supply at the contract price. 

7.—Should the Contractor fail to provide coal equal to the muster, or wood not of the best quality, 
such failure shall be considered a breach of Contract, and in such case it shall be lawful for Govern- 
ment through their Officers or other persons to provide good and approved fuel at the expense of the 
Contractor. 

_ 8—Government will advance to the Contractor, under approved security, one half of the estimated 
outlay for fuel for one year, and will further on the production of receipte from Commanders of the 
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Steamers for fuel delivered on board their respective vessels by the Contractor pay one quarter of the 
contract price of the fuel so delivered, and at the end of the year or as soon after as it may be prac- 
ticable, balance the account and make a further advance to meet the expence of the second year upon 
an equitable adjustment, that is, that if on account of the first year advance has been made on a larger 
quantity of fuel than shall on winding up the year’s account appear to have been supplied the excess, 
shall be considered as part of the advance on account of the second year, when if any balance be due to 
Government from the Contractor on account of Monies paid to him, the same shall be deducted from 
the sum that may be due to the Contractor on one-fourth the value of fuel supplied by him or be other- 
wise recoverable as a debt. 

9,— Wood will not be received on Board the Government Steamers instead of Coal, but if the 
Contractor for that article fail in the supply, he shall be open to a prosecution by Government for 
breach of Contract, or if under any circumstances, Government shall permit the use of wood instead 
of coal, the Contractor for coal shall be debited with the contract price of five maunds of wood for 
every maund of coal he may fail to supply. Should the Contractor for wood fail in his supply, and the 
Government Boat be obliged to consume coal instead, the Contractor shall for every maund of wood 
not supplied, pay to Government eight annas per maund, and it shall be lawful for Government to de- 
duct the amount of such forfeiture or fine fiom any balance of any unadjusted account remafning in 
their hands, or otherwise to sue for it on the Contract. 

10.—The Party whose Tender is accepted, will be required to enter into the usual Penalty bond 
for the due fulfilment of his engagement.

The following Draft of a proposed Act was read 
in Council for the firet time on the 15th January 
1848. 

Act No. —— or 1848. 
An Act to prohibit the Officers of tie Courts estab- 
lished by Her Majesty's Charter from being con- 
cerned in any Commercial dealings or transactions. 


1. It is enacted, that no Officer of any of the 
Courts of Judicature established by Her Majesty’s 
Charter, within the Territories subject to the Go- 
vernment of the East India Company, shall directly 
or indirectly by himself or by any other person or 
pergons for his use or on his behalf accept from 
any person or persona in.any manner or on ‘any 
account whatsoever, any present, gratuity or reward 
other than hie legal salary and fees and profits of 
office, nor act as the Manager or Director of 
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or hold any other office in any Bank or Publick 
Company, except as hereinafter excepted, nor carry 
on or be concerned in any Commercial dealings 
or transactions whatever in the way.of buying 
and selling any Goods, Wares and Merchandize, 
or any Shares, or any Bills, Notes, or other valuable 
Securities, or as agent, factor or broker, or other- 
wise, either for his own use or benefit, profit or 
advantage, or for the benefit or advantage of any 
other person or persons whatsoever, save and ex- 
cept such dealings as it may be part of the duty 
of any such Officer by virtue of his office to carry 
on. Provided always, that this Act shall not be 
construed so as to prevent auy Officer of any of 
the said Courts, who may at any time be also a 
practising Advocate, Attorney, Solicitor, or Proc- 
tor in any of the said Courts, from taking the 
usual and accustomed professional fees, gratuities 
and emoluments of Advocates, Attorneys, Solici- 
tors, or Proctora, nor shall this Act be construed 
80 as to extend to any Advocate, Attorney, Soli- 
citor, Proctor, Sheriff, Assignee, Receiver or 
Committee, so far as he may be merely as such 
held to be for some purposes an Officer or quasi 
Officer of any of the said Courts, but the persons 
last aforesaid shall in all respects be subject to 
the same Law in respect of the matters provided 
for in this Act as if this Act had not passed. 
Provided also that this Act shall not be construed 
to prevent any Officer of any of the Courts afore- 
said ftom being a Director or Manager, or Pre- 
sideht-or Vice President of, or from holding any 
office in any Company or Society established or to 
be established either for Educational or Charitable 
purposes, or for the diffusion of knowledge, or for 
the encouragement and promotion of Science or 
Art, or of Agriculture, Horticulture, or Manufac- 
tures. 

IJ. And it is enacted, that if any Officer of any 
of the said Courts shall knowiagly offend against 
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the provisions of this Act hia office shall become 
thereby vacant, and it shall not be lawful to re-ap- 
point him to the same or to any other office of the 
said Coutt.

2——Parties must tender for each division separately, and be prepared for the acceptance of their 
offer for one division, and its rejection in another. No general tender will be accepted, but the same 
party may tender for both descriptions of fuel, and for more than one Division, specifying separately the 
rate for each. The tenders must specify the rate per hundred bazar maunds of Coal or Wood, 

3.—The Coal must be the best Raneegunge, or equal to the best Raneegunge in quality, and twelve 
maunds of the Coal tendered, must be sent to the Steam Foundry at Kidderpore for trial, which, with 
the exception of two maunds, will be lost to those whose tenders are not accepted, two maunds will he 
returned if sent for within one week of notice being given of the result of the tenders of the Coal sent 
by the party or parties whose tender is accepted, two maunds will be retained as a muster of the qua- 
lity contracted for. 

4.—-The Wood must be dry, and recently felled, of the heaviest and best quality procurable, either 
of the trunks of trees or large branches of not less than 20 inches girth, It must be free from bark and 
cut into lengths not exceeding 5 feet and split into pieces, the girth gf which shall not exceed 13 to 15 
inches; and both coal and wood must be protected from the rain aud the coal from the sun also.

that, meanwhile, until the, system becomes ge- 


' nerally known, they ought to advise me, whether 


they wish any of their Letters, ’not so marked, to 
be seat on from :Bombay by.the Express. 
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2d.—By the last Express I dispatched as usual 
anumber of Overland Letters, not especially 
maiked, because, had J not done so, great disap- 
pointment would have been experienced by par- 
ties in Calcutta; but Iintend to discontinue the 
practice, after a sufficient time has elapsed to ad- 
mit of the pubhe becoming aware of the privilege 
conceded by the Notification of May issued by the 
London General Post Office, and to dispatch by 
the Overland Express those Letters only which 
are so marked. 

3d —The public ought moreover to be most espe- 
cially warned not to mark * per Express” on letters 
eaceeding two tolas nm weight, because such letters 
cannot be so dispatched. ‘lIhey will invariably be 
detained (as was the case on the arrival of the last 
Mail,) for transmission by the post regular dawk, 
dispatched after the Express.

2—Parties must tender for each division separately, and be prepared for the acceptance of their 
offer for one division, and its rejection in another, No general tender will be accepted, but the same 
party may tender for both desciiptions of fuel, and for more than one Division, specitying separately the 
rate for each. Ihe tenders must specify the rate per hundred bazar maunds of Coal or Wood. 

3.—The Coal must be the best Raneegunge, or equal to the best Raneegunge in quality, and twelve 
maunds of the Coal tendered, must be sent to the Steam Foundry at Kidderpore for trial, which, with 
the exception of two maunds, will be lost to those whose tenders are not accepted, two maunds will be 
returned if sent for within one week of notice being given of the result of the tenders of the Coal sent 
by the party or parties whose tender 18 accepted, two maunds will be retained as a muster of the qua- 
hty contracted for. 

4,—'Lhe Wood must be dry, and recently felled, of the heaviest and best quality procurable, either 
of the trunks of trees or large branches of not less than 20 inches girth. It must be free from bark and 
cut into lengths not exceeding 5 feet and split into pieces, the girth of which shall not exceed 13 to 15 
inches; and both coal and wood must be protected from the rain and the coal fiom the sun also. The 
Contractor must undertake to deliver the Fuel on board the Steamers by weight, and at the rate of one 
hundred maunds per hout under a penalty of two Goldmohurs for every hour of the Boat’s detention on 
this occasion beyond the time necessary to take in a certain quantity at the above rate. 

5.—The Contractor will be required under penalty to maintain constantly in store fuel for three 
months estimated consumption. ‘Ihe Government will not be pledged however, to take monthly or 
yearly the entire estimated quantity, aS circumstances may occur to prevent the full quantity being 
required, such as the withdrawal of Boats from the line. On the other hand, it may happen, that from 
an Increase in the number of Boats, or of voyages, or from other causes, the quantity now estimated 
may be insufficient; and the Contractor will be required to undertake that in such cases he will on three 
months’ notice being given, meet a demand to any extent not exceeding twenty-five per cent. on the 
present estimate, and on the same terms of contract. 

_6.—-The Clause requiring that fuel for three months shall always be maintained in store, will not 
oe in force during the last three months of the term of the contract, but at the expiration of the con- 
tract, Government will take over or transfer to new Contractors such quantity or quantities of fuel as 
may remain in the Depots to the extent of two months’ supply at the contract price. 

7.—Should the Contractoi fail to provide coal equal to the muster, or wood not of the best qualit 
such failure shall be considered a breach of Contract, and in such case it shall be lawful for Govern. 
ment through their Officers or other persons to provide good and approved fuel at the expense of the 
Contractor. 

8 —Government will advance to the Contractor, under approved security, one half of the estimated 
outlay for fuel for one year, and will further on the production of receipts from Commanders of the 
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Steamers for fuel delivered on board their respective vessels by the Contractor pay one quarter of the 
contract price of the fuel so delivered, and at the end of the year or as soon after as it may be prac- 
ticable, balance the account and make a further advance to meet the expence of the second year upon 
an equitable adjustment, that is, that if on account of the firat year advance has been tnade on a larger 
quantity of fuel than shall on winding up the year’s account appear to have been supplied the excess, 
shall be considered as part of the advance on account of the second year, when if any balance be due to 
Government from the Contractor on account of Monies paid to him, the same shall be deducted from 
the sum that may be due to the Contractor on one-fourth the value of fuel supplied by him or be other- 
wise recoverable as a debt. 

9,—Wood will not be received on Board the Government Steamers instead of Coal, but if the 
Contractor for that article fail in the supply, he shall be open to a prosecution by Government for 
breach of Contract, or if under any circumstances, Government shall permit the use of wood instead 
of coal, the Contractor for coal shall be debited with the contract price of five maunds of wood for 
every maund of coal he may fail to supply. Should the Contractor for wood fail in his supply, and the 
Government Boat be obliged to consume coal instead, the Coutractor shall for every maund of Wood 
not supplied, pay to Government eight annas per maund, and it shall be lawful for Government to de- 
duct the amount of such forfeiture or fine fiom any balance of any unadjusted account remaining in 
their hands, or otherwise to sue for it on the Contract. 

10.—The Party whose ‘Tender is accepted, will be required to enter into the usual Penalty bond 
for the due fulfilment of his engagement.
